In a nut.sbell the 
situation is this. Tlie Independents 
must have this crop and have it early 
and it is not the policy of the Conti- 
nental to let them have any part of it 
for nothing. Further, the Cuutiuen- 
tal must have a gaod|j portion ot the 
new crop tu continue in business.
